ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


To the end of July 1972 Alberta farmers' cash receipts totalled $491 million, an in- 
crease of $71 million over the same period last year. Cash receipts from crops showed a 4% 
decrease over the period to $166 million, while cash receipts from livestock and products were 
up 23% to $297 million. Supplementary payments made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act, the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow program and the two-price wheat program 
rose from $3.5 million in 1971 to $20 million in 1972. 

Over the first seven months of the year the value of manufacturing shipments advanced 
14% compared with the same period last year. Alberta refinery production showed an increase 
of 30% to the end of June; sales of packing plants were up 24% to the end of July 1972. 

July figures show a slight gain in the value of sales of crude oil, natural gas and coal 
over the previous month. Cumulative figures for the year indicate increases of 18%, 13% and 
22% respectively over the comparable period in 1971. 

Retail trade remained well above last years level in July, bringing the seven month 
cumulative figure to $1.5 billion. During the first half of 1972 sales of motor vehicle dealers 
in the province increased $49 million over the same period of 1971. Wholesale trade trends 
during the first seven months indicate a 16% rise relative to the same months of 1971. Whole- 
salers in all centres reported substantial gains over last year. 

The value of building permits issued in Alberta totalled $404 million during the first 
eight months of the year, an increase of 10% over 1971. There were 15, 122 dwelling units under 
construction in the six largest cities at the end of July. 

The value of farm implements shipped to Alberta during the first half of 1972 was 
$45.5 million as compared to $32.5 million over the January to June 1971 period. There were 
54,234 new motor vehicles shipped tothe province during the first seven months of 1972, valued

Atits August 1972 level of 133. 6(1961=100), the all-items consumer price index stood 
0.4% higher than in July 1972 and 3. 7% above its August 1971 level. 

The provincial unemployment rate decreased to 3.6% in August from 3.9% in July. 
There were approximately 26,000 persons unemployed out of a total labour force of 717,000. 
Employment inthe goods-producing sector totalled 254,000 and in the service-producing sector 


437,000 during August 1972.

The average income per taxable return filed by Alberta residents in 1970 was $6,355, an increase of 5% 


over the previous year. Average incomes for occupational groups ranged from a high of $37,500 for medical doctors 


and surgeons to a low of $3,273 for pensioners. 


There were 559,181 taxable returns filed by Albertans in 1970, an increase of 24,048 over 1969. The 


average tax per return was $1,092 as compared to $980 the previous year. Employees paid an average of $1, 084 in tax; 


professionals paid an average of $7,529. 


For the 1970 taxation year taxable income of Albertans amounted to $2,414 million or 68% of total income of 


$3,554 million. Total tax paid amounted to 25% of taxable income and 17% of total income.
